Claims 7-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected claims , there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 7, 

Drawings 

Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 

Fig. 16 is objected to because the word "completed" is misspelled. Correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "lower precision" is not understood by the examiner in relation to "a 
retrievable table" with "a broadcast time" and "the broadcast time information included in 
the program guide information". The term "lower precision" is not described in the 
specification either. 

The indefinitness of independent claims 1 and 4 make dependent claims 2, 3, 5, 
and 6 indefinite. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Aristides et al. (US 563011 9) shows an EPG database, where clones of the 
program guide program fields are made for each Yz hour. 

Lawler et al. (US 5805763) shows an EPG database receiver that receives 
multiplexed program guide and broadcast signal and has means for separating one 
from the other. 

Chaney et al. (US 5867207) shows an EPG being downloaded every 2, 4, or 6 

hours.
